The bill, nearly passed two weeks ago 
under suspension of the rules, but was pre- 
vented from going through with a whirl by 
Mr. Stewart's amendments adding six 
months’ imprisonment to the penalty of a 
fine. Mr. Stewart withdrew this amend- 
ment this morning. 

Mr. Bosler thought the women ought not 
to be fined for wearing the hats, but that the 
managers of theaters who permitted his 
patrons to wear such obstructions should be 
fined, and, moreover, then there would be 
some way of enforcing the law. He accord- 
ingly offered an amendment making that 
change, fining the manager of an opera- 
house or theater $10 for permitting a per- 
son to Wear an obstruction in the shape ofa 
hat or headgear, and the amendment was 
agreed to.

From 
there they are being taken to St. Paul. 
From 8t. Paul the route is over the Great 
Northern to North Dakota. Along the line 
of this road the colonists will establish new 
homes, 

The Dunkards arrived over the Baltimore 
and Ohio, Wabash, Nickel Plate, Pan-Han- 
dle, and Monon roads. They are from colo-

FIRE VIES WITH OPERA. 


BLAZE IN WABASH AVENUE AS A 


PRELUDE TO “ CARMEN,” 


Flames Destroy the Sixth Floor of 
the Chalmers Building and Inci- 
dentally Incommode the Crowds 
Going Into the Auditorium and 
Ruin Handsome Clonks* and Satin 
Slippers—Six Firms Suffer Losses— 
Explosions Add to Excitement. 

People who heard “ Carmen” last night 
were forced almost to go through fire and 
water to reach the Auditorium. 

At 7:45 p. m. fire was discovered tn the top 
floor of the six-story building, Nos. 807 and 
800 Wabash avenue, directly opposite the 
side door of the theater. In a few minutes 
Wabash avenue and Congress street were 
turned into small rivers, into which fell 
showers of sparks and brands, The high 
wind swept the spray from the streams of 
water far up and down the street, and opera- 
goers had to work their way through a rain 
of fire and water that played havoc with 
dainty gowns and satin slippers. 

. The blaze was confined to the upper floor 

of the building in which it started. The

Their Second Exodus. 

The present is the second exodus of Dunk- 
ards from the East to North Dakota in the 
last three yeara. They come from old-estab- 
lished colonies which have been sending out 
members to the West for half a century. 
Often children grow up, have .families of 
their own, and leave the parent colony much 
after the nature of bees, which swarm when 
their quarters become too crowded. Such is 
the case in this instance. The fathers of 
large families have left their Eastern homes, 


where land is high, with a view toestablish- | 


ing large family estates in the West. These 
emigrants are not of the poorer class. Many 
are well-to-do and all are industrious, de- 
sirable citizens. 

For some time the elders of the church 
have been investigating the desirability for 
settlement on North Dakota lands. The re- 
ports have been favorable and the present 
emigration is the result. The fate of the 
present colonists will decide the future ac- 
tion of several times as many who have staid

NEARLY $50,000 SECURED. 


Part in Cash and the Balance in 
Valuable Paper. 


VICTIM IS AN AGED MAN. 


Two Desperate Thieves Commit the 
Daring Crime. 


CATCH HIM COUNTING HIS MONEY. 


Christopher Schrage, 76 years old, was 
bound and gagged in his home, No. 711 South 
Jefferson street, last evening at 6:30 o’clock 
and robbed of the following valuable papers 


and money: 


, County and city bonds 


Registered government bonds 


Two men committed the crime, 
one of the most daring ever perpetrated in 
the city. No arrests were made and the 
police are at a loss which way to turn in the 
matter. 


1™ Schrage was alone when the men entered 
his home and assaulted and robbed him, and 


it was half an hour before the police found 
him. Lieut. Ream was the first to enter the 
house. The old man was sitting in the rear 
of the first flat, having freed his hands and 
removed the gag, although the cords still 
hung about him. 

For twenty years or more Schrage has oc- 
cupied the two-story frame building No. ree! 
South Jefferson street. During that time he 
acquired a large amount of property in that 
vicinity, and by his close and shrewd busi- 
ness methods has become wealthy. He was 
hardly ever seen in the streets and was 
known in the neighborhood as reserved, ~nd * 
frequently was called a miser. 

For years it has been a custom of the old 
man to count his moriey and valuables each 
evening before retiring. He dwelt in the 
second flat, and usually had a renter for the 
lower story. 

Last night at his customary time Schrage 
seated himself in front of his safe and en- 
gaged again in the pleasant task of counting 
his money and sorting his valuable papers. 


Thieves “ Looking for Rooms.” 


Suddenly there was a knock at the door. 
Schrage answered the summons and found 
two young men waiting. In his haste to see 
who his visitors were the old man failed to 
lock the safe. The two strangers said they 
were looking for rooms, and asked Schrage 
if he had any vacant apartments to rent.’ 

Not suspecting wrong Schrage said he had 
a flat down-stairs to rent. He shut his safe 
door but did not lock it. Out of the room he 
turned the key in the door and put 
in his pocket. He led the way doW 
with a candle which he then lighted. 

At the foot of the stairway the old man 
stopped*and inquired of his visitors if they 
preferred front or back rooms. One of the 
men immediately answered to the effect 
that they wanted rear rooms. The old man 
had just what they wanted, he said, and 
showed the men into a rear room. No ten- 
ants had occupied the rooms for a long time, 
and Schrage had nailed boards across the 
windows. The men said they would take 
the room if Schrage would remove the 
boards. | 

He Is Gagged and Bound. 

When the old man reached up to do this 
a gag was thrown over his mouth, and he 
was thrown down and bound hand and foot. 

The men left Schrage lying helpless on the 
floor.and hurried to the apartment in the 
second story. 

The old man had not locked the safe 
and it was an easy matter for the thieves 
to help themselves. An old basket found 
in the room was confiscated and in this the 
men packed all Schrage’s valuables. The 
drawer in the safe which contained the cur+ 
rency was locked. This the men broke open 
and in all found $660 in greenbacks and 
gold. This they evidently placed in a bag, as 
one such as burglars might use was left in 
the room after their departure. 

After ransacking some boxes and an old 
sideboard in the room the btrglars left. 
As they went they were seen by Miss Han- 
nah Martinson, a tenant of Schrage’s, who 
occupied a house in the rear. She recog- 
nized a cane which one of the men carried 
as belonging to Schrage, and suspected that 
robbery had been committed. She followed 
the men. 

She overtook them near Eighteenth and 
Jefferson streets and asked them what they 
had been doing in Schrage’s house. A third 
man appeared on the scene. He struck Miss 
Martinson a blow in the face. She was 
stunned by the blow and fell om the side- 
walk, . 

Woman Gives the Alarm. 

The woman suspected then the old man had 
been murdered. She ran to tell Wilhelm 
Widenmeyer, his nephew, who keeps a gro- 
cery at Union street and Canalport avenue, 
Widenmeyer said he could not leave hi 
store, and the woman went on to the C 
port Avenue Station. Lieut. Ream hastened 
to the house and found no person had yet 
entered it. Schrage was sitting in the rear 
room and had just freed himself. He said 
he went to the window and called “ Fire,” 
hoping to give the alarm, but no one re- 
sponded. 

Detectives Reggio and Smith, Murray and 
Rose were put upon the case. Miss Martin- 
son’s brother, Ole Martinson, a stonecutter, 
was in the rear of the premises, but says he 
did not hear the assault. Then he and his 
sister went to the Canalport Avenue Police 
Station and gave the details of the story. 
The young woman kept house for the old 
man, whose wife had been dead for years.

LOSES FIGHT IN TEXAS. 


M’RINLEY FORCES ROUTED BY THE 
ALLISON-REED COMBINATION. 


Test of Strength in the Republican 
State Convention Is Made in the 
Election of Temporary Chairman, 
Which N. W. Cuney, the Allison 
Leader, Wins—Battlie to Be HKe- 
newed Today and Each Side Is Con- 
fident of Victory at the Finish. 

Austin, Tex., March 24.—[{Special.]—The Al- 
Jison-Reed forces gained their first victory 
in the Republican State convention tonight 
at midnight by the election of N. W. Cuney, 
Allison’s leader, as temporary Chairman, 
and adjournment was had until morning. 
The vote was 4U7 to 205. The situation looks 
bad for McKinley at this hour, though his 
men claim they will win out tomorrow. 
Reed men will be given the permanent or- 
ganization, with the assistance of the Allison 
faction. 

The convention was not called to order to- 
day, awaiting the action of the Executive 
committee, which had been In session all day 
passing on credentials and deciding contests, 
of which there were 130, and looking to tem- 
porary organization. The Executive com- 
mittee was practically captured by the Alli- 
son-Reed men, inasmuch as it resolved this 
afternoon to recommend Cuney for tempora- 
ry Chairman. 

When 8 o’clock arrived. there were over 
400 delegates pushing into the hall, and it 
was 9 o’clock before Chairman Grant called 
the meeting to order. 

The first row was over the nomination of 
a temporary Chairman. The committee’s 
report recommended Cuney, the Allison man, 
for temporary Chairman, and the McKinley 
men nominated A. J. Rosenthal. Both nom- 
inations were made amidst the greatest ex- 
citement. 

The roll-call, when half: completed, was 
10:30 o’clock by Rosenthal, who 
tried to withdraw. The negroes yelled that 
couldn’t withdraw, as they wanted to 
beat him.

LIGHTING WEST SIDE BOULEVARDS. 
Park Board Yields a Point tothe Wom- 
an‘’s Club. 

The West End Woman’s club scored a 
point yesterday at the meeting of the West 
Park Board. The boulevards in the district 
bounded by North avenue, Halsted street, 
Nineteenth strect, and Hamlin avenue were 
ordered lighted by electricity before the 
Southwest and Humboldt boulevards out- 

side these limits are. 

The Woman's club sent in a copy of the 
resolutions passed at a recent meeting, 
which protested against the lighting of the 
outlying boulevards when no provision had 
been made for the substitution of electric- 
ity for gas on the boulevards leading to the 
parks from the city.

Walter H. Brown offered 
$1,250 premium for $50,000 worth, and was 
given them.

BOTH ARE FOUND GUILTY. 


TEACHERS CHARGED WITH SLAP- 
PING TO BE TRANSFERRED, 


District and School Management Com- 
mittees Agree on the Penalties to 
Be Imposed on Miss Ethel Austin 
and Miss Clara Tyler for’Chastising 
Pupils—Slater Boy Ordered Ke- 
moved to Another Building—Opin- 
ion of a Woman Instructor. 

‘* Reprimanded and transferred '’ was the 
decision yesterday of the School Manage- 
men committee of the Board of Education, 
concurring in the verdict of the District 
committee, in the case of two public school 
teachers charged with inflicting corporal 
punishment on pupils contrary to the rules 
of the board. 

By a singular coincidence these two teach- 


| ers taught in the same school and broke the 


rule at about the same time, a week or more 
One of’them is Miss Ethel Austin of 
the third grade and the other Miss Clara 
‘Tyler of the fourth grade in the 
School, Burling and Center streets, the prin- 
cipal of which is Elmer P. Clarkson. 

The pupil corrected by Miss Austin was 
a 99-year-old boy, whose parents did not 
complain and whose name, therefore, was 
not called in the proceedings. The boy pun- 
ished by Miss Tyler was Henry Slater, 14 
years old, No. 641 Larrabee street, whose 


‘mother was excessively indignant over the 


incident. 

Miss Austin’s offense was regarded by 
both committees as the greater. When ar- 
raigned before the District committee she 
frankly admitted she was not sorry and said 
she would do it again under the same cir- 
cumstances. In the School Management 
committee it was hard work to save her from 
iznomiocus dismissal. 

In the case of Miss Tyler the committee 
which recommended a penalty for the teach- 
er also instructed the superintendent to 
transfer Henry Slater, the scholar, to some 
other school. 

The sentence pronounced against the 
teachers will be reported to the board this 
evening for its concurrence. 

It is noticeable in this affair the Superin- 
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tendents and teachers all sympathize with 
the accused teacher. A woman teacher who 
stood in the hall while the investigation was 
going on and who did not wish to be quoted 
expressed her feelings forcibly. 

‘““Only one eye blacked? Why did she not 
black the other?’’-she said. ‘* She was par- 
tial. Corporal punishment! Yes, I believe 
in it. A good many of our pupils ought to be 
not only corporeally punished, but corporeal- 
ly killed. Sometimes a woman is given a 
roomful of hoodlums to Ke@p in order by 
mere moral suasion. The only punishment 
she can inflict is to send a boy to the princi- 
pal, and if she sends many the principal oniv 
infers she is incapable of governing her 


. class and seeks to have her removed. 


**Now, there is Supt. Lane declaring 
against corporal punishment, but I was a 
pupil at the Franklin School when he was 
the principal, and I think he thrashed every 


pupil in his school at least twice during his 
| incumbency. 


Why, have they not been com- 
pelled to restore corporal punishment in the 
Boston schools? My opinion is it ought to 
be restored in the Chicago schools. The

Points Out the Fact That McKinley 
Has Not Secured a°Mujority of the 
Ikelegates Chosen and Will Have 
Fewer Proportionately in the Fut- 
ure Selections—Illinois Should He in 
a Vosition to Do thé Wisest Thing 
at Any Stage of the Convention. 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—{Special.]— 
lHiowever they may differ with him as to men 
and methods, most people will at once agree 
with the political sagacity of Congressman 
William Lorimer of Chicago, and for this 
reason his summary of the Presidential can- 
Vass up to date is of unusual importance. 
In discussing the situation this afternoon 
the Cook County leader said: 

*.I have been astonished at the lack of in- 
formation on the political situation among 
members of Congress and people from the 
different States, as well as in the columns 
of the newspapers. No one is going to be 
nominated at St. Louis without a struggle. 
‘hat fact is certain. For some months past 
the newspapers have been filled with re- 
ports as to the progress of the so-called 
McKinley boom.

EX-REBELS MAY SERVE THE NATION. 
Reoutelle of Maine the Sole Opponent 
of the Measure. - 

Washington, D. C., March 24.--Senator 
Hill’s bill to remove the restrictions against 
reappointment as officers of the army or 
navy of persons who held commissions in 
the regular army or navy before the rebell- 
fon, and who subsequently took part in the 
war on the side of the Confederacy, which 
passed the Senate during the height of the 
excitement over the Venezuela boundary 
question, passed the House today after two 
hours’ debate with but one dissenting vote, 
that of Mr. Boutelle of Maine. 

The Democrats, except Mr. Cummings of 
New York, who spoke, as he said, “as one 
of 800,000 Northern Democrats who fought 
in the Union army,” and Mr. Wilson of 
South Carolina, who was drawn into the de- 
bate “by Mr. Boutelle, refrained entirely 
from participation. Mr. Hull of lowa., 
Chairman of the Military committee, had 
charge of the bill. 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio and Mr. Grow of 
Pennsylvania, however, supported the bill 
ardently as a, graceful and gracious act to 
the vanquisMed, and when the vote was 
taken Mr. Boutelle alone voted against it.

CANAL FROM LAKES TO THE OCEAN. 
Congressman Hepburn Has Introduced 
a Bill for a Survey. 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Hepburn of Iowa introduced a 
bill in the House today providing for a sur- 
vey for a canal to connect the great lakes 
with the Atlantic. The bill directs that the 
President shall before the first day of June 
next appoint a commission made up of five 
engineers who are to consider the most prac- 
ticable route for a ship canal with a mini- 
mum depth of twenty-eight feet, connecting 
Lakes Erie or Ontario or the St. Lawrence 
River with the Atlantic Ocean, or any navig- 
able tributery thereof. lt is further provid- 
ed in the bill that the committee shall work 
continually and secure preliminary surveys, 
plats, and estimates, so that it may be possi- 
ble to make a report at the opening of the 
next session of Congress, the first Monday of 
December next; The commission is also to 
be charged ‘with an examination into the 
practicability and cost of deepening and en- 
larging the Erie Canal to such an extent as 
to meet the requirements for a deep water- 
way between the lakes and ocean. The sum 
of $60,000 js appropriated.to cover the ex- 
penses of the commission. 


ARCHITECT COBB TO BEGIN WORK. 


Will Leave for Washington as Soon as 
He Can Make Ready. 

Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Spectal.]— 
As soon as Special Architect Henry Ives 
Cobb can settle certain personal affairs at 
Chicago he purposes coming to Washington 
and organize the division which will pre- 
pare plans and specifications for the public 
building at Chicago. According to the lat- 
est advices received at the Treasury Depart- 
ment it is the intention of Mr. Cobb to begin 
his new duties abousg the first of next month. 
Duririg the remainder of this fiscal year it is 
not likely there will be more than four or 
five people under the control of the special! 
architect, but eventually the Chicago Public 
Bullding Divisien will in all probability re- 
quire the services of two score or more as- 
sistants. All the drawings and détails for 
the Chicago building must be prepared in the 
office of the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury, who is required to exercise super- 
vision over their preparation, even if he does 
not have the actual work performed.

Destructive Fire Threatens the Entire 
Town for a Time at La Crosse. 
Wis., March 24.-—-A destruc- 
at one time threatened to 
destroy the entire northern portion of the 
city, occurred here today. A fire was start- 
ad in the lumber yard of the N. B, Holway 
estate at 11:50 a. m. from a spark of a pass- 
ing locomotive on the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul railway. A fierce gale spread 
the flames among the huge piles of lumber 
along the eastern bank of Black River. In- 
kide of three hours over 5,000,000 feet of 
lumber had been burned. The wind carried 
burning brands to the lumber yard of the 
La Crosse company, one mile north, and the 
lumber and wood piles here were also de- 
stroyed, together with the bridge over Black 
River. Another fire was started at the 
Sawyer & Austin mill, but here the damage 
was not so great. The loss is estimated at 
over $200,000; insurance not known. Fire 
companies from Winona were sent for and 

aided in extinguishing the flames.

No Dispute on Wages. 


The only strike with which the clothing houses of 
Chicago have anvthing to do is the strike of a few 
hundred cutters and trimmefs, with whom there is 
no dispute on the wage question. 

By their strike these cutters and trimmers ex- 
pected to throw out of employment 16,000 to 20,000 
tailors emploved by the contractors, for, if no gar- 
ments were cut, the tailors would have nothing to 
sew. The manufacturers, however, bezan to fill 
the places of the striking cutters and consequent- 
ly continued to supply work for the army of tailors 
the striking cutters terrorized the 20.000 
trilors into a ** sympathetic strike.’’ that is. these 
20,000 tailors were forced to give up their employ- 
ment to uphold the cause of a few hundred cutters 
and trimmers, who had all the wages they asked 
for. 

citizens’ committee says truly that thous- 
ands of people, includine the helpless wives and 
children of the tailors, will soon be suffering. and 
that hundreds are suffering alréadv. Then the cor- 
rrvittee bespeaks the ** sympathy and support of the 
public ** for these few hundred cutters and trim- 
mer. who are directly responsible for all this 
idleness and suffering. 

Why does the committee strive to prolong this 
idleness and destitution by encouraging the few 
cutters in their senseless and impossible demands? 
If thacommittee had any appreciation of the mis- 
ery that must follow the idleness of this great 
army of toilers, why did they not advise the hand- 
ful of cutters and trimmers to return to their cut- 
ting tables instead of asking the public to support 
them in their strike” 

Demands of the Cutters. 


The cutters were receiving high wages and work- 
ing only eight hours a day. They. were satisfied 
with the pay and the hours, but they demanded 
that all receive the same compensation—the good 
workman and the poor workman, the skilled and 
the unskilled. They also demanded the right to 
limit the amount of each man’s work every day. 
It is impossible to run a cutting-room on that plan. 
All men _ cannot be paid alike because they are 
not equally endowed. 

There has been a great deal said about the re- 
fusal of the manufacturers to arbitrate, and this 
seems to have had much to do with preiudicing 
their case with the public. If this were a con- 
tention over the amount of wages, or lfours of 
work, or any mAtter that allowed of adiustment 
or compromise, arbitration might be possible, but 
when it comes to a question as to whether a man 
shall manage his own husiness or allow his em- 
ployés to take the management out of his own 
hands there is nothing to arbitrate. If the em- 


‘ployer cannot manage his business he must go out 


of business. This question is decided for him, and 


no decision of a Boara of Arbitration can alter it. 


When the cutters and trimmers quiet work vol- 
untarily they severed all connection between them- 
selves and the manufacturers. They do not bear 
any more relation to the manufacturers than a 
like number of men who might come from Rhode 
Island or Texas. The manufacturers are not treat- 
ing with them, have no contract with them. and no 
quarrel with them. It is for the cutters to sav 
whether they will accept the conditions of the em- 
ployer or reject them. There must be a mutual 
recognition of individual rights. If the condi- 
tions which the employer names are not satisfac- 
tory to the emploved he has his remedy by refus- 
ing to work, but he has no right to prevent another 
man who is willing to take that work and who ts 
just as much a human being, and certainly en- 
titled to as much consideration, as the man who 
has left his emplover without a moment's notice. 

Where Trade Laws Come In. 


It would be impossible at this time to Sng 
all of the men who have gone out. Tos tauene 
trade apply to the clothing business as well as to 
other lines of commerce, and it is subject to the 
same fluctuations. There is less clothing needed 
at the present time than at the beginning of the 
strike, and consequently the demand for labor is 
proportionately limited. As the season advances 
enene people — ary 4 poe. these positions and be 
eceived according to the in ;

to unions; that they welcome these organizations 
and believe that individuals should unite for pur- 
poses of mutual protection and to elevate their con- 
dition. In the hands of level-heade@, conscientious 
men unions hawe flourished and have benefited hu- 
manity, but to assume that any sort of a demand is 
just and right and should be acceded to because it 
is made by a union Is a serious mistake and one cal- 
culated to injure the cause of labor. 


Scores the Leaders. 


The clothing manufacturers hav 
countenance this particular union Sawiaee tee B.. 
perience of the last few years proves that it is 
dominated by unreliable men. Its leaders are ir- 
rational, inexperienced, and incompetent They 
lack caliber as leaders of labor, and have made de- 
mands that would not be indorsed by any labor 
authority In this country. They lose sight af the 
welfare of their followers and sacrifice the inter- 
ests of both employer and employed for the sake 
of their own personal vanity and advantage. 

In conclusion, we wish to correct the impression 
which the public may have received from the ac- 
counts of pur conference with the committee ap- 
pointed by the Civic Federation. Thanks are due 
this committee as a body and as individuals for the 
spirit of fairness and courtesy which 
displayed.

Rudini Denies This Report in the Ital- 
ian Senate. 

Rome, March 24.—The Senate today took 
up the question of the credit for Africa, and 
during the debate a number of speakers de- 
clared that Italy could not accept peace after 
the battle of Adowa. The Marquis di Ru- 
dini, the Premier, denied that the Negus cf 
Abyssinia had demanded an indemnity of 
$10,000,000. The statement, he added, was an 
insult to Italy. 


TO PROVIDE AN EMERGENCY FUND. 


Compromise Suggested in the Dispute 
Over the Surplas in Germany. 
Berlin, March 24.—Minister of Finance 
Miquel has suggested the setting aside of 
50,000,000 from the surplus income of the 
empire amenable to draft by the govern- 
ment in case of emergency during the year. 
This should, on Jan. 1 of each year, be re- 
plenished from the surplus. The creation 
of such a fund will act as a compromise be- 
tween Herr Miquel and Herr Posedowskl. 


JUGGLED IN THE JUSTICE COURTS. 


Evidence Sent to the Grand Jury Is 
Badly Mixed Up. 


Thirty-five jail cases were taken up yester- 
day by the grand jury. That of John Kelly 
developed a badly mixed state of affairs. 
Detective Sandy Hanley had three charges 
of burglary against the man, it was said, 
and these charges were presented by police- 
men from another station. The names of 
witnesses were mixed up, and the cases were 
in such shape the grand jury could not make 
anything out of them. There was much ex- 
planation that did not explain, and the cases 
were passed until the matter could be 
straightened out.

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BRITAIN WILL AID CUBA. 
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TO FOLLOW UNITED STATES IN REC- 
OGNIZING INSURGENTS, 


Informal Assurances Received by Sec- 
retary Olney from Lord Salisbury’s 
Goverument to the Effect That 
American Intervention Will Be Re- 
guarded with a Friendly Eye— 
Spain’s Hope of Alliances in Europe 
Destroyed by This Action. 
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up incidentally today on Mr. Mills’ resolu- 
tion for the forcible occupation of the Island 
of Cuba in order to aid the Cubans in se- 
curing local. self-government. Mr. Mills 
spoke for two hours in support of the resolu- 
tion. He was unsparing in his arraignment 
of Gen. Weyler as an “* atrocious scoundrel 
and villain’ and in his recital of ‘Spain's 
bloody record in the Old and New Worlds. 
Mr. Morgan also spoke briefly in further 
support of the Cuban resolutions... Mr. Mills’ 
resolution went to the calendar after the 
speeches. 

Mr. Mills declared that the Monroe doc- 
trine was a law of protectian, and as such 
God was the author ofit. It was the same 
right of self-protection which an individual! 
exercises in abating a nuisance or Jestroy- 
ing a powder-house near his premises. 

The protection Spain gave to Cuba was the 
protection which the hawk gives to the dove. 
She cries to us: ‘** Deliver us from these 
monsters,”’ but we stand meekly, serving 
only as Spain's jailer. Ip the Senator’s own 
State of Texas they had, he said, drunk of 
the dregs of Spanish brutality. He related 
the circumstances of the annihilation of 
Santa Anna’s forces on Texas soi! and re- 
viewed the bloodiness of the Virginius affair. 

Mr. Stewart asked if Spanish bonds were 
not a potent factor in resisting intervention, 

Mr. Mills replied that there was something 
beneath the surface, he did not know what 
this mysterious force was, but he felt that 
it existed. He did not know how far sugar 
stocks would be affected by action on the 
part of the United States. It was asserted 
that trade would suffer, but Mr. Mills de- 
clared that a hundred million dollars would 
be a smali expenditure for the glicry of re- 
leasing the prisoners on the island of pines. 
It was the duty of the United States to pro- 
tect and relieve those people. 

Referring to the objections coming from 
commercial sources, Mr. Mills quoted the 
words of Goldsmith: .*‘ Honor fails when 
commerce long prevalls.”’ 

The Senator said he had just received a 
letter asserting that ‘‘another fool has 
turned jingo,’’ and asking him why he had 
not left jingoism to Mr. Lodge and Mr. 
Chandler. The letter was signed *‘A Dis- 
gusted Democrat.” 

‘* Now, if I had the X rays,’’ said Mr. 
Mills, ** and used it in examining the pocket 
of the writer of that letter I would find sugar 
stock there.’’ 

The Senator closed with the figurative 
picture of Cuba lying like a cripple at our 
gate with extended arms and shrunker 
cheeks, crying ‘‘ Help us! Help us,’’ 

There was a ripple of applause as Mr. 
Mills closed, which was quickly checked by 
the presiding officer. The Senator received 
many congratulations from his associates. 


CONFER ON CUBAN RESOLUTIONS. 


House I« Likély to Adopt the Strongg 
Senate Measure. 

Washineton, D. C., March 24.—[Special.]— 
Members of the Conference Committee on 
Cuban Affairs put in this afternoon discuss- 
ing the advisability of substituting the Sen- 
ate bill on this subject for the resolutions 
sent over from the House. So great was the 
interest manifested in coming to some agree- 
ment between the two bodies that Senator 
Sherman came over in person and secured 
the attendance of Chairman Hitt and Messrs. 
Adams and McCreary of the House Foreign 
Affairs committee. 

When the party reached the Senate Con- 
ference committee room they found Messrs. 
Lodge and Morgan awaiting them and the 
subject was discussed fully during the after- 
noon, but no conclusion was reached. 

In the course of the conference it Was an- 
nounced that certain members of the Senate 
had formed a combination to talk the Cuban 
resolutions to death and would seize every 
available pretext to debate the matter and 
prevent action by Congress. It was pointed 
out that nearly a month had-been consumed 
in the Senate 
question and there seemed no prospect of a 
conclusion being reached for an indefinite 
period. In the event, however, of the House 
receding from its resolutions and taking 
those adopted by the’ Senate there would be 
an end to further palaver, and this would 
shut off the conspirators against Cuba inthe 
Senate. 

While the conferees on the part of the 
House did not say positively what their 
action would be the inference was drawn 
that they would consent to the substitution 
of the Senate resolutions as the best way to 
settle the present difficulty. It was stated 
that thé first Conference committee had 
come over from the House with instructions 
from that body on the course to be pursued, 
but at this second conference they had been 
left free to act as they saw fit. While there 
are some features of the Senate resolutions 
which seemed to be more radical than. those 
sent over from the House it is not unlikely 
that the present conference will result ina 
report which will be acceptable to both 
branches of Congress. 

There is no disposition manifested by the 
House conferees to insist upon their resolu- 
tions being adopted in the face of the atti- 
tude of the Senate, and matters were in this 
shape when adjournment was taken until 
tomorrow. All the indicatiéns, however, 
point to a speedy and satisfactory settlement 
of this question by the Conference commit- 
tee. 


EL EPOCA DISCLAIMED BY SPAIN, 


Government Denies Its Responsibility 
for the Madrid Journal. 

Washifgton, D. C., March 24.—The Span- 
ish Government has officially disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for the flery views expressed in 
the ‘columns of the Madrid newspaper El 
Epoca. 

The article which has called forth the dis- 
claimer was one demanding that the United 
States cease talking about the Cuban insur- 
rection, or else declare war at once upon 
Spain, and the government felt that it might 
be harmful, because it was intimated that 
the article was inspired by it. The dlis- 
claimer appears with al! the publicity at- 
tending the original publication, in the Span- 
ish organ, Il Nacional. 

A Cuban reverse that may harm the insur- 
gent cause more in its moral effect than ina 
tangible way has just been sustained in Santi 
Spiritus Province, where, according to a 
cablegram received at the Spanish Legation 
today, the Spanish f6rces have captured all 
the archives of the insurgent government. 


SPANIARDS SHOOT ONE ANOTHER, 
Two Columns Mistake One Another for 
-Insurgents.

Havana, Cuba, March 24,—[(Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.}—Another terrible encounter 
has occurred between two Spanish columns, 
resulting in 104 soldiers being killed and 
wounded. 

Col. Holguin, with a small force, left the 
City of. Santa Clara on the morning of 
March 19 to move past Esperanza to the 
Santa Rosa sugar estate, about half way 
between Esperanza and Ranchuelo. These 
two towns are on the line of the railway 
from Santa Clara to Cruces and Cienfuegos. 


“While on the border of a field of tall sugar. 


cane the mounted volunteers at the head of 
the column came suddenly on some irregular 
cavalry, the advance of a column command- 
ed by Gen. Godoy, consisting of the battalions 
of Zaragoza, Barbastro, and San Marcial. 
The advance on either side could discern only 
the heads of the others over cane tops, and 
each mistook the other for rebels, who were 
known to have been in the vicinity the pre- 
vious evening. | 
Both sides opened fire. The cavalry fell 
back into line, and Gen. Godoy’s infantry 
swept forward through the cane field, pour- 
ing volley after volley from their Mauser 
rifles as they advanced.

Madrid, March 24.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—The Spanish Gov- 
ernment considers the sending back of the 
conference report yesterday in the Senate 
as a favorable symptom, but El Imparcial 
today in its leading article declares the 
nomination of Senators Sherman, Morgan, 
and Lodgeasconferrees to meet Representa- 
tives of the House is proof that the inten- 
tions of the upper chamber is still unfavor- 
able to Spain. The government, when ex- 
pressing the above opinion was not in pos- 
session of the names of the confernees. 

Dupuy telegraphed to Canovas today re- 
viewing the situation tn an optimistic man- 
ner and quoting the newspaper statement 
that President Cleveland has no intention 
of sending a message to Congress regarding 
Cuba. The Ministers here continue to be 
optimistic in considering that much diffi- 
culty will be had by the new conference 
committee in arriving at an agreement.

FILIBUSTERS LAND SUCCESSFULLY. 


Braulio Pena’s Expedition Safe and 
the Three Friends Starts. 

New York, March 24.—The Cuban Junta 
has received news of the successful landing 
in Cuba of an expedition.led by Braulio 
Pena. Commander Pena’s party of thirty- 
eight men is thought to be those conveyed 
to the island by the steamer Commodore, 
which left this coast some days ago. 

The party succeeded in landing 600 rifles, 
580,000 rounds of ammunition, two rapid- 
fire Hotéehkiss cannon, several hundred 
pounds of dynamite, and a liberal supply of 
medicines and hospital stores, 

The party landed, it is said, without acci- 
dent or molestation of any kind, making 
the eighth expedition which has successfully 
landed in the last forty days. 

Pena was a veteran of the last revolution, 
fighting ten .years under the leadership of 
Emilio Nunez. Mr. Nunez is now a tobacco 
merchant in Philadelphia,

Canton Citizens on the Rack Before a 
Special Grand Jury. 

Lewistown, Ill., March 24.—[Special.]—An- 
other great sensation in the Fulton County 
seat war occurred here today when Judge 
Jefferson Orr of . Pittsfield, the 
circuit Judge of this county, acting ona 
petition of forty responsible citizens of this 
county called a special grand jury to act on 
the Farley detective conspiracy cases, in 
which prominent citizens of Canton are said 
to be implicated. 

Among those who are accused of being 
mixed up with the Farley Detective Agency 
in the arrest and the alleged false imprison- 
ment of Baughman, Brown, and Henry after 
they had been decoyed to Chicago last 
August are C. E. Snively, editor of the Can- 
ton Register and Secretary of the Repub- 
lican County Central committee; ex-State 
Senator Meredith Walker, a vrominent 
Democratic politician, aud Mayor C. J. Main 
of Canton. 

The Lewistown people belleve the evidence 
that was sufficient to convict Farley before 
an unprejudiced McDonough County jury in 
February last will be sufficient to indict all 
of the Canton citizens above named. 

The necessity for a new grand jury arose 
when Judge Schofield granted Farley a new 
trial after he had been convicted in Mc- 
Donough County on the ground of a de- 
fective indictment. 

The special grand jury was summoned to 
be in Lewistown at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
and at that hour the roll was called and each 
juror responded. They are among the most 
prominent men in the townships and the 
developmente will be watched with great in- 
terest. 

Hi. W. Masters of. thia city was appointed 
special prosecutor in these cases in this and 
all other courts to which they may be taken. 
Judge Orr instructed the grand jury to do its 
duty without fear or favor. When the grand 
jury retired they were taken charge of by 
the Sheriff himself. No bailiff or deputy 
could be trusted. with them. In making up 
this grand jury Sheriff Laws left out the 
Townships of Canton,Lewistown, and Cuba, 
which contain the three warring towns. 


CONDON THEIR VICTIM AFTER ALL. 


Confidence Men Rob Him, Though He 
Is Not Altogether Green. 
George Condon, a farmer of Decatur, 
Mich., was robbed of $50 last Tuesday by 
confidence men, and now he Is haunting the 
Chicago railroad stations looking for the 
fellow who got the money and vowing he 
will stay here till he finds him if it takes a 

month. 

When Condon got off the train on Tuesday 
at the Twelfth street depot he was accosted 
by a man who said he was the agent for 
the Michigan Buggy company. The man 
took his name and said he would send him 
some circulars advertising farm wagons. 

At State street he was met by a man who 
said. he was a nephew of Banker Carpley of 
Decatur. Condon said he did not remember 
him, but the two became friends, and the 
farmer was requested by the stranger to 
visit a saloon where he had some samples 
of cloth he wished the farmer to take to. his 
uncle, The twe went to a State street 
saloon, where drinks were ordered. 

Condon did not drink, and made his escape. 
He went north on State and reported the 


_oeecurrence to a policeman, telling him he 


had $50 in his pocket, and he thought the 
man wanted to rob him. The policeman 
told him to report his case to the detectives. 

He started to do so, when a man, who 
said he was a special officer, stopped him 
and represerited that the policeman had 
detailed him to find the man wanted, but 
said first the farmer must show him how 
much money he had, as a criminal could not 
be arrested unless the money he had tried to 
steal amounted to $50. 

Condon refused to show his money, when 
the alleged special officer threw his arm 
around him, took the $50 from his pocket, 
and ran away. 

Condon reported his experience to the 
Central detail police, and said he would 
stay in Chicago, if necessary, a month and 
bunt for the thief. Since then he has fre- 
quented the depots for the purpose of catch- 
ing him. On Saturday, while near the Polk 
street depot, a man tried to rob him of his 
watch, but only broke the chain. Last 
night he saw a man at the Northwestern 
depot who looked like the one who robbed 
him, but the fellow got away.

The Shirt Waist Girl 
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HELD FOR GIRL’S MURDER 


SAMUEL P. LANGDON, RICH COAL OP- 
. ERATOR, IN JAIL. 


Annie McGrath, His Stenographer, and 
the Daughter of a Philadelphia 
Merchant, Found Dead by Their 
Servant—She Was Pretty—Told the 
Colored Woman Not to Disturb tie 
Girl—She Had Intended to Leave 
the City. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 24.—Samuel P. 
Langdon, a wealthy coal operator, was ar- 
rested today on suspicion of having been 
implicated in the death of Annie McGrath, 
who was found dead on her bed in a Girard 
avenue house last night. Langdon is 54 
years old, and the girl was 18 Although 
he has a residence in Powelton avenue he 
and the girl had been living in Girard av- 
enue about a month, with a colored servant. 

Langden was in the girl's room nearly all 
day yesterday, and took dinnerthere. After 
the meal he went out and did not return. 
The body was discovered by the servant 
about three hours later. There were no 
marks of violence on it, but the physicians 
Say she had been dead twenty-four hours. 

Suspicion pointed to the supposed hus- 
band, and he was arrested today. The dead 
woman was pretty. 

A postmortem examination has been made, 
but the Coroner’s physicians decline to dis- 
close its results. Miss McGrath was the 
daughter of a well-known business-man. 

Langdon is reputed to be one of the wealth- 
lest cdal operators in the State. He is also 
financially interested in a number of South- 
ern railroads. 

She Had Been a Stenographer. 


The girl had been employed as a stenog- 
rapher and typewriter in Langdon’s office. 
When searched at police headquarters Lang- 
don had a solitaire diamond ring, a diamond 
and opal brooch, and z small diamond ring, 
which the authorities think he took from 
the girl. 

Langdon is said to have a wife and chil- 
dren living about fourteen miles out of Pitts- 
burg. ; 

The servant says they occupied the 
house only for two or three days at a time. 
On Sunday last the girl became ill, and the 
servant heard her moaning in her room up- 
stairs all day long. 

Langdon cared for the girl, telling the maid 
that her attention was not needed. Toward 
evening a pitcher of water was sent for, and 
when the girl carried it up-stairs she found 
her mistress lying on a bare mattress ¥Vith 
all her clothes on and a wet towel upon her 
torehead and eyes. 

The servant did not sleep in the house. 
Yesterday when she went to her service 
the girl was still ill, so Langdon said, but 
she did not see her mistress, nor did she hear 
her moan again. 


Going Out of Town. 


At 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon Langdon 
came down-stairs with his valise packed. 
‘** You need not go up-stairs to her,’’ he 
said, *‘ she’s only got one of her billious at- 
tacks. When you go home give the key to 
the people next door. I'm going to New 
-ork.’’ 


At first the servant obeyed Langdon’s in- 
structions, but finally she went softly up- 
stairs and pushed open the bedroom door. 

In exactly the same position as on the 
previous evening the girl was lying. The 
colored woman felt the girl’s forehead and 
called to her. She obtained no response. 

Becoming frightened she went home, but 
soon returned with her brother and sister. 
Then the trio found that the woman lying

HE LECTURES ON ROENTGEN RAYS. 


Prof. Stratton Gives a Public Experi- 
ment in Academy of Sciences, 

For the first time since the Roentgen rays 
and their photographic possibilities became a 
matter ’of general and great interest there 
was given an opportunity last night for the 
Chicago public to hear the subject explained 
and to- witness experiments. A lecture was 
given by Prof. S. W. Stratton of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago at the Academy of Sciences 
in Lincoln Park. 

Aside from the experiments the greatest 
interest centered in the statement made by 
Prof. Stratton that there would shortly ap- 
pear a new theory touching the Roentgen 
rays’ origin to be advanced by Prof. Mich- 
elson of the DPniversity of. Chicago, who 
maintains a theory of vortices formed inthe 
ether, an explanation which combines some- 
thing of both the ether disturbance and the 
molecular theories. 

After Prof. 
Crookes tube and had drawn attention to 
the efflorescence due to the cathode rays 
within the tube he showed the glow from the 
Roentgen rays on a sensitive screen after 
they had passed through a block of wood. 
Then the practical application of the dis- 
covery to surgical diagnosis was shown. 
The block of wood was withdrawn and the 
hand of the lecturer was inserted behind 
the screen. Instantly the shadow of the 
fingers was cast, while within was plainly 
seen the more heavily shaded outline of the 
bones. It was a clearer illustration than the 
actual photograph would have been owing 
to the illumination which backed the hand. 

In explaining the vortices theory of Prof. 
Michelson a cylinder with a circular orifice 
at one end was filled with vapor. A smart 
tapping at the other énd sent the vapor out 
in rings, which it was shown could be passed 
unbroken through a succession oft wire 
screens. 


Picture Taken of a Heart. 

Cincinnati, O., March 24.—{Special.]—This 
morning, after a hard night’s work, Dudley 
B. Wick Jr. and Prof. D. C. Miller of Case 
School of Applied Science, had made a step 
forward in Roentgen rey photography. Mr. 
Wick said: ‘* We focused our rays on the 
trunk of a man’s body and secured a photo- 
graph of the front ribs that was simply 
wonderful in its clearness. We will go at 
it again, and we believe we will have a piet- 
ure that will show the human trunk as dis- 


tinctiy as if there were no obstruction. Our | 


picture shows where the heart is, and we 
will try a photograph with the platein front 
which we believe will show the workings of 
the heart.”’ 


AMERICAN CONCESSION IN MEXICO. 


Monterey Will Have a Water-Works 
System on a Large Scale Put In, 
Gov. Reyes of the State of Nuevo Leon, 
Mexico, has granted a concession for the 
construction of a water-works and sewerage 
system in the City of Monterey to an Ameri- 
can syndicate. The concession is one of the 
most liberal ever granted, being perpetual 
and exempting the property from taxation 

for forty years. 

The construction will be in charge of Sam- 
uel M. Gray of Providence, R. 1., and his 
plans contemplate bringing the water froma 
eafion seven miles distant from the city, 
thus enabling the company to furnish irri- 
gation to a large farming district adjacent 
to Monterey, in addition to supplying the 
city with water and sewerage and furnish- 
ing power for manufacturing and other pur- 

oses.

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THE NOMINATIONS ALL MADE, 

No man whose hame was not handed in 
tg the City Clerk by day before yesterday 
can figure on an officiak ballot as an Alder- 
manic candidate. The, books are closed 
and no dark horse can be run in on the 
voters. 

The election will be held on the 7th of 
April. The voters have therefore nearly 
two weeks in which to study the records or 
examine the recommendations of the men 
who are asking for their suffrages. That 
is abundant time if the voters will read the 
papers, They will find therein all that can 
be said for and against the different candi- 
dates. 

There is one general rule which may be 
laid down. That is: Where a man is-a 
candidate for reélection who during his 
terin of service has consorted with boodlers 
vote against him. Of the outgoing Alder- 
men who have scaly records the Republic- 
ans have renominated only two, The Dem- 


ocrats have renominated several, among 


them being Coughlin and Powers. Of the 
latter Judge Tuley said. at the Central 
Music Hall mass-meeting: 

Poveers, a very bad egg. ©; it makes me blush 
for stame. It makes me hang my head with 
shame to think that there is not sufficient civic 
pride in the 
spectable citizens there to overthrow this prince 
of beodlers. 

Any ward which will reélect an Alderman 


who has been in the franchise-selling busi- 
ness for two years, as most’of the renom- 
inated Aldermen have, evidently prefers 
boodlers to honest men. 

In some of the wards both parties have 
put up new men, and there are also a num- 
ber of independent candidates in the field. 
Some of these new men, like John M. Flar- 
lan in the Twenty-second Ward, C. F. 
Gunther in the Second, and H. 8. Fitch in 
the Third, are men who will be a credit to 
the Council. There are others of whom lit- 
tle good can be said and of some of whom 
little is known. 

Between now and election day the voters 
of the different wards should inform them- 
selves about the candidates, so that they 
may not vote ignorantly for boodlers or 
men who are likely to become such. If citi- 
zeus will do that enough good Aldermen can 
be elected to make the Council decenter 
than it has been for some years. 
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WHO IS THE MAN? 

When the Municipal Voters’ League held 
its mass-meeting at the Central Music Hall 
Judge Tuley. made a speech, in which he 
said, among other things:

Did he speculate successfully, 
and if so in what did he speculate? Was

holder of an unsalaried office looked on with 
approval by citizens generally ? 

At present Aldermen get only $3 a meet- 
ing. Why then should a man be willing to 
pay $10,000 for a nomination’ Did the 
person Whom Judge Tuley had in mind pay 
that much or any considerable sum in order 
to have his name put on the official ballot? 

._If so, did he expect to get his money back 
again or did he think the honor of a seat in 
the Council sufficient compensation? If 
he expects to get his money back in the 
event of election, how and from whom does 
he propose to get it? 

If the retired Alderman Judge Tuley 
speaks of is a candidate, the voters of the 
ward he desires to represent should ask 
themselves why he is so anxious to break 
into the Council.once more. It may not be 
difticult for them to solve the problem. 
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PASSING THE HUNDREDTH YEAR. 

Whatever doubts remain in respect of the 
ability of mankind to live a round century 
of years must have been dissipated by the 
intelligence received both in America and 
from abroad during the Inst few days.

THE CUBAN QUESTION. 

The Senate adopted Cuban resolutions. 
The House adopted some to the same gen- 
eral effect, but differing in phraseology. A 
conference committee recommended two 
weeks ago that the Senate concur in the 
House resolutions. Since then much of the 
time of the Senate has been taken up by 
Senators who desired an opportunity to air 
their unrepublican and Tory views. Action 
has been delayed needlessly in order to give 
Senator Hoar and others a chance to ex- 
plain why they do not think the doctrine 
that “ all men are created equal ” and “ are 
endowed by their Creator with certain in- 
alienable rights,” and that “ among these 
are life, liberty; and the pursuit of happi- 
ness,” is one which applies in Cuba. 

For two weeks American Senators have 
been giving utterance to sentiments such as 
were heard in the British Parliament in 
1776, when the claim of the rebellious col- 
onists that they had inalienable rights of 
which they could not be deprived was 


scoffed at and they were told that they must 
submit themselves to the mercy of the 


crown or take the consequences. Other 
Senators, while pretending to sympathize 
with Cuba, have delayed action by pre- 
tending that the House resolutions were too 
strong and that it would be dangerous to 
pass them. 

At last something has been done to put 
n stop to these dilatory tactics. The reso- 
lutions were sent back on Monday to the 
conference committee with an explicit dec- 
laration that the Senate will insist on those 
it passed. It is hoped that the House will 
recede at once, and will agree to accept the 
Senate resolutions. . 

It is high time something was done. Con- 
gress has been in session for nearly four 
months. During that period and for some 
time prior thereto the same kind of a war 
for liberty has been going on in Cuba which 
wag waged in this country from 1775 to 
1782. The Cubans are fighting now for 
the same inalienable rights for which the 
Americans fought then. They are fighting 
for self-government and far liberation from 
an oppressive foreign despotisim. 

They have been fighting gallantly. They 
have driven the Spanish armies out of the 
greater part of the island and cooped them 
up in a few seacoast towns. And yet, 
while Spain is trying desperately and cruel- 
ly to subvert on the American soil of Cuba 
the principles of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence the Congress of the United States 
has done nothing. This is not a pleasant 
spectacle for Americans to contemplate, 


THE CIGARET MUST GO. 

The parents, schoolteachers, and others 
who share the responsibility of guiding 
children through the crucial period of their 
youth are waking up to the fact that the 
cigaret habit is more than a comic paper 
joke. The records of mortality that under 
a constantly widening system are being 
kept now with comparative accuracy, the 
exact analyses of physicians and chemists, 
and the enlightened observation of even 
the untrained mind are fixing the fact that 
this pristine subject of jest is an insidious 
death-dealing poison, sapping the vitality 
and life out of the rising generation. If 
there are any who believe still that the 
crusade against the cigaret is a hobby, or a 
fad, or a fit subject for complacent deris- 
ion, their immediate duty is to open their 
eyes to some of the thousand object lessons 
they have been blind to and listen to the 
testimony that is piling un in defense of the 
Children’s lives. The weakness of human 
nature that makes the child the victim and 
the parent incapable of successfully com- 
bating the foe leaves the only remedy that 
can used—that of legislation. Two 
States are making the experiment, and 
though the laws enacted are crippled by 
injudicious and too lax provisions there is a 
fair promise that they can greatly lessen 
the evil. An effort is being made in each 
to declare the laws unconstitutional. and 
it is needless to say the men who find their 
occupation menaced are the instigators. 
it must be expected that there will be pow- 
erful supportets of an evil that can flourish 
so long in spite of its deleterious effects, and 
the public must arm itself especially against 
the specious pleas that will bar the fight. 

The question of “ constitutionality ” is al- 
most as insidious as the cigaret -itself and 
has such an air of weight and legal respee- 
tability that it may arrest the energy of the 
more timid.- It is a question that is foreign 
to this crusade. It would not be raised, 
no one would dare to raise it, were any 
poison under discussion whose effects are 
more immediate, and it has no standing 
even when the lives of thousands of hu- 
man beings are at stake. Constitutions 
are for the welfare of States, not their 
destruction. The cigaret, in fact, is de- 
fenseless. ‘The most drastic measures that 
can be devised are needgi to crush it out 
of existence, as far as children at least 
are concerned. Laws must be made so 
flawless that no chance of the poison leak- 
ing through will be possible, and that is the 
slogan that should be shouted by every man 
or woman who ever had a child or ever 
hepes to have a child. :

PROSPERITY ON THE GOLD STANDARD. 

In his speech in the House of Commons 
March 17 on the subject of a proposed inter- 
national monetary conference Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
said: 

Nothing more important to Great Britain could 
be conceived than the extreme danger of altering 
the currency. Great Britain, under the gold 
standard, instead of being ruined was singu‘arly 
prosperous. Wealth was more generally diffused 
umong the working classes and higher wages 
were being paid than ever before. No country 
in the history of the world was ever in a better 
position to bear an enormous load of taxation 
with less discomfort. Therefore he saw nothing 
te justify altering Great Britain's currency 8ys- 
tem. 

This statement of the case is strictly cor- 
rect. It is a fact that Great Britain has 
been singularly prosperous, though loaded 
down with a tremendous Napoleonic debt 
and having the great disadvantage of limit- 
ed agricultural resources, since it adopted 
the gold standard for money in 1816. Since 
then, as measured in purchasing power, the 
British wage-earners have received higher 
pay for their toil than those of any other 
country in the world with the exception of 
the United States, and the latter have had 
but a slight advantage over them. . The 
British wage-earner has been more comfort- 
able than his brethren in any part of the 
continent of Europe, has had better food 
and elothing, and has saved a considerable 
part of his earnings for investment in the 
savings banks, building loan associations, 
codperative supply stores, industrial stocks, 
and in the purchase of life insurance in 
variousforms. The average British worker 
for Wages now receives fully twice a8 many 
shillings per day or week for a smaller 
number of hours as he did eighty years ago, 
and each of those shillings will purchase a 
far greater amount of personal comfort 
than when England adopted the gold stand- 
ard. In consequence of this wealth is more 
generally diffused among the working 
classes and the conditions furnish no rea- 
son at all for wishing to alter the currency 
system of Great Britain. 

A corresponding gain has been.made in 
I'rance, Germany, and other European 
countries which adopted the gold standard 
and stopped free coinage in 1873 to 1876, 
In that shorter space of time wages have in- 
creased in all of them in the: double sense 
of the term. The wage-earners in those 
lands now receive on an average a larger 
compensation per day as measured in grains 
of gold than they did previous to about a 
quarter of a century since; the tendency is 
to a lessening of the time of daily toil, 
though this is not so pronounced as in the 
British Islands, and the unit of currency in 
each of those countries now will buy more 
comforts for the toiler than it 
The working classes are

generation ago. Why should they want a 
debasement of the currency unit? 

It is true that the products of labor have 
fallen in price, but that fact is due to a more 
By the 
introduction of labor-saving machinery and 
processes the unit of labor now produces 
nore, the nnit of fuel yields more working 
force, and the unit of capital effects a more 
extensive transfer than formerly was possi- 
ble. For this renson the yard, bushel, 
pound, or other unit of production actually 
costs less than formerly because it takes 
less muscular exertion and less mechanical 
power to produce and transport it and dis- 
tribute to the consumer. Hence this cheap- 


ening of cost is not effected at the expense 


of labor. On the contrary, while the wage- 


earner is paid more per unit of labor than 
| could be afforded when that unit was less 


effective, he reaps the benefit of the de- 
crensed cost by purchasing at much lower 
prices those products of labor which he and 
The fact that the 
average freight car on the railroad now car- 
ries nearly half as much more as did the 
average freight ear of a quarter of a century 
ago is just as good reason for demanding a 
change in the unit of weight as is the in- 
creased effectiveness of labor a reason for 
demanding a change in the unit of cur- 
rency values.

GOTHAM’S INSULAR PATRIOTISM. 

No doubt the greatest mistake Chicago 
ever made was its neglect to choose an 
island for its site. Like the unhappy chil- 
dren who have chosen not wisely in the 
matter of parents, Chicago must expiate 


ore 


its fault by suffering the just gibes of the 


self-righteous. Having chosen the gener- 
ous prairies instead of a pent-up Manhat- 
tan, there are certain high and angelic quali- 
ties of mind to which the Western metropo- 
lis can never attain. Among these is the 
noble insular prejudice that scintillates in 
the New York Nation’s discriminating re- 


‘view of Eugene Field’s last book, as per 


sample: 

Some of the humor is overdone, and part of the 
ruccess of the volume is duc, no doubt, to the 
fact that Chicago is as yet still proud with the 
pride of an overgrown village in the fact that it 
counts among its inhabitants persons who can 
write something which other people call litera- 
ture, and which will be ** written up °’ in the news- 
papers, and, best of all, be sold at wholesale and 
retail, just as pork is. The pride of locality has 
puffed out the sails of many a reputation Iess de- 
serving than that of Mr. Field. 

There are those who think that the pon- 
derous dignity of the Nation should not con- 
descend to this sort of writing. But these 
persons forget the provocation it must be 
to have a Western writer force himself, by 
sheer, stubborn literary excellence, into the 
narrow, provincial horizon of a New York 
critic. 

There is only one thing less accessible to 
truth than a man with a theory, and that is 
a city with a theory. New York has a 
theory that the literary world.is bounded 
on the west by the Alleghany Mountains 
and on the east by the English Channel. If 
any writer dares to defy the theory by fact, 
so much the worse for the fact and the 
writer and the “ overgrown village” that 
produced him.

SENATOR HOAR AND THE CUBANS. 


Why Does He Go Back on Them ?—Mak- 
ing an Unworthy Record. 

Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Correspond- 
ence New York Journal.]—On Monday it was 
Hale of Maine. Today it is Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts. In his 71st year he turns Tory and 
grows red and anxious over the rights of 
kings.

He sent one squad to 
the North Bridge, one to the South Bridge, 
and detailed a third to loot, plunder, and 
destroy. 

Pending such pillage as he had directed 
Pitcairn walked into the Old Wright Tavern 
and called for his brandy and sugar. As he 
stirred it he remarked that likewise would 
he stir the Yankee blood before night. And 
Pitcairn had that right. 

It was at the North Bridge the blood first 
flowed. As Pitcairn stood in the Old Hill 
burying-ground the better to command with 
his eyes the general scene, the hopeful stac- 
cato of the first rifles of the American Revyo- 
lution broke on his ear. The Yankee farm- 
ers had opened on the foe at forty rods. 
liow well and low they aimed; how coolly 
sure they were to see their hind-sights gain 
proof from the English graves which mark 
the place where the dumb, dead tenants 
stood and fought and fell that Concord day.

ASSOCIATED CYCLING CLUBS HAVE 
SELECTED A ROCKY ROUTE. 


Kumecfous Barriers to Be Met with on 
the Road Over Which the Decora-

to be quoted on the subject at all it was to 
the effect he thought the course chosen a 
good one, and should all in his power to 
make the race a suceess, it seemed evident

ina great city. If the Wheeling route has. 
feature not possessed by other runs it is its 
entirely countrified aspect. When Jefferson 
Park is left behind, as far as city ways, city 
transportation facilities, and city ideas go, 
one might as well be in the backwoods of 
Maine. 

But it is just this extremely rural aspect 
of the route which is likely to make it most 
impracticable for the Chicago road race.

The first break In the monotony 
occurs when the Oak Glen and Evanston 
road ts reached, which runs off to the left at 
a right angle toward the lake, striking 
Evansten at Railroad avenue. 

Just south of the Grove isa low spot in the 
road which will give a test of the rider's 
mud traveling ability, unless the race occurs 
at the end of adry spell. Beyond it one of the 
Desplaines roads joins the main thorough- 
fare at the foot of a slight hill. Then comes 
another spell of fine traveling and Welcome 
Park, with its saloon, corner grocery, and 
blacksmith shop. It is the second possible 
stopping place on the race and is eight and 
one-half miles from the beginning at Wheel- 
ing. 

First Town of Importance, 


About a mile farther Niles begins. It is 
the first town of any importance to be met 
on the journey into Chicago from Wheeling. 
The corners where the road branches to 
Norwood Park boast several hostelries, gro- 
ceries, a blacksmith shop, and thelike. The 
fork in the road is ten miles from Wheeling, 
and will doubtless prove a stopping-place 
for many Decoration day riders. 

Below Niles begins the bad road. At best 
it is stony and rough. At its worst—which 
was last week—it was a sea of liquid mud, 
with a bottom of sharp cornered bowlders. 
The huge Bohemian Cemetery is handy on 
the south outskirts of the town. . 

The succeeding five miles from Niles to 
Jefferson Park will prove the severest test 
which the bicyclists will be called on to 
undergo. Twenty-five years ago this por- 
tion of the road was built of planks by 
Millionaire Snell, and a -cent toll was 
charged all vehicles going over it. Succeed- 
ing years have covered up the planks, but 
not destroyed them. They form a rigid bot- 
tom for the sharp gravel to rest upon and 
contribute largely to the roughness of the 
traveling... When a rapid thaw comes in 
spring these old planks often break away 
from their moorings at the bottom of the 
mud and float to the surface, showing that 
they are still in a fair state of preservation. 

Jefferson Park is reached at length and 
the first railroad crossings. An extra bad 
part of the road must be crossed before the 
tracks are reached. On the other side of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad is anoth- 
er bad spot, and then civilization is reached 
and the electric car tracks of the Milwaukee 
avenue line. 


Good Roadway Begins. 


In along Milwaukee avenue the road is al- 
ready familiar to Chicago. wheelmen. <A 
block pavement between the rails mak 
an excellent path when the electric sean 
are not using the same pathway. After a 
mile or two, however, the paving extends 
across the street and the cyclists will have 
the best of chances for fast work. Two ob- 
stacles exist at Mayfair, however, in the 
shape of railroad crossings. Beyond them 
the sailing is plain to Humboldt boulevard. 
‘The worst turn in the race exists at the 
junction of Humboldt boulevard and Mil- 
waukee avenue, in sight of the Logan square 
terminal of the Metropolitan West Side Ele- 
vated railway. The angle of junction of 
the two streets is acute and unless the rid- 
ers slow up at that point some bad accidents 
are sure to result. But once safely by it is 
Humboldt boulevard and the West Park sys- 
tem to the finish in the Garfield loop.

STIRRED BY VAN CLEAVE. 


CITY CLERK CAUSES CITY HALL 
FOLKS TO WONDER. 


He Refuses to Accept and Place Be- 
fore the Council Two Veto Mes- 
anges from Mayor Swift and Inci- 
dentally Touches the Question of 
Official Authority — Corporation 
Counsel Beale Says “Van” Has 
Overstepped the Limit of His Power 


By refusing to accept and place before the 
Council at its meeting on Monday night two 
short veto messages from Mayor Swift City 
Clerk Van Cleave has stirred up a lot of ex- 
citement in administration circles. He also 
raised sgme questions touching upon official 
nuthority, which promise to precipitate tne 
liveliest kind of discussion. 

Corporation Counsel Beale and other mem- 
bers of the Mayor’s Cabinet, as well as sev- 
eral of his Honor’s particular friends, un- 
pesitatingly charged Mr. Van Cleave with 
having overstepped the limit of his powers. 

The story is this: During the afternoon, on 
Monday, Mr. Beale received from Florida 
two veto messages bearing Mr. Swift's sig- 
nature. He carried them to the City Clerk’s 
office, and asked Mr. Van Cleave to lay 
them before the Council on that night. Mr. 
Van Cleave, however, declined to accept the 
documents, and gave as his reason for so 
doing his belief that the Mayor cannot sign 


— 


“such papers outside the city limits. 


Mr. Beale took issue with himon the ground 
that he was presuming to pass upon a ques- 
tion of law, but the Clerk stuck to his posi- 
tion, even to the point of refusing to recog- 
nize authority conferred upon Mr. Beale by 
the Mayor empowering him to act. 

Letter of the Mayor. 

This authority was delegated in th’ fol- 
low letter: 

“ Mayor’s Office, George B. Swift, Mayor, 
Van Cleave, 
Esq., City Clerk—Dear Sir: lam going away 
from the city for a short time, and during 
my absence I may possibly have occasion 
to send to the City Council communications 
which will have to be telegraphed by me, 
and will need to be formally written out in 
Chicago. In such cases I shall wire to the 
Corporation Counsel directing him to put 
the subject matter into proper form. To 
meet this possibility I have authorized the 
Corporation Counsel to sign my name during 
my absence, and all communications ad- 
dressed to the Council to which my name 
may be signed by him should be duly recog- 
nized as coming from me. ‘ 

a *“* GEORGE B. Swirt, Mayor.” 

When the City Clerk declined to take the 
messages Mr. Beale left them with Mr. 
Minkier, the Mayor’s private secretary, to 
hand to the Chairman of the meeting. As 
Ald. .Madden was Chairman Mr. Minkler 
asked him to put them in. 


Follows Madden's Advice. 


As the Clerk had said he could not recog- 
nize the documents Mr. Madden advised 
the Secretary to hold them out, and he did 
s0. In the meantime the Aldermen who had 
introduced the ordinances vetoed were agp- 
prised of the Mayor’s objections, and 
agreed tO amend them in accordance with 


his re : 
_ Bir. le said in his judgment the ques- 
tion raised by Van Cleave was clearly one 
‘for the Council to settle, and not the Clerk. 
Aldermen who discussed the matter said 
Mr. Van Cleave’s action was unprecedented. 
It has been customary for Mayors, or at 
least was with Washburne and Hopkins, 
to send veto messages from out of town, 
and they were always recognized. Ald. 
O'Neill said he would not, especially in the 
face of Mayor Swift's letter, have refused 
Some of them insisted 
if the Clerk is right the city has no Mayor. 
There has been some talk of electing a
